Wild Life 
I Shots After Skunk Bite 


Threatened 


Gusty winds and low humidity 


served as catalysts for fires 
which crackled over 175 acres 


of crisp grass and brush and 


threatened a school, homes and 
a wild life refuge in Marin 
County yesterday. 
Largest blaze was at Stinson 
Reach, where flames licked to 
within a foot of homes, caused 
evacuation of an elementary 
school, threatened the Audubon 
Society’s Canyon Ranch, and

The blaze, cause of which is 
yet undetermined, started on 
or near the property of John 
Riordan of San Francisco, just 
off Shoreline Highway. Terrie 
Jasmine, 
tenant of a

there, saw it start: 
“ I was standing on my porch 
when the ground just exploded 
around that tree out there. The 
whole blasted thing just went 
PHOOM!

During the rioting 11 persons 
were treated at Mission Emer­ 
gency Hospital but none was de­ 
scribed as seriously injured. 
Most of the violence was on 
Third Street, between Newhall 
and Oakdale streets, a lower 
middle class area of two-story 
buildings, most of them with 
stores on the ground floor and 
residences above. 


Bricks thrown from rooftops 
came mainly from a pile at St. 
Peter’s Baptist church where a 
partial demolition 
had 
taken 
place. 


Police closed off a 12-square 
block area at Hunters Point, 
which is in the southeastern 
part of San Francisco and be­ 
came 
a 
Negro 
neighborhood 
during World War II near ship­ 
yards. It also is near Candle­ 
stick Park, the home of the San 
Francisco Giants. 


Triggering the riot was the 
shooting of Matthew Johnson, 
16, a Negro who was killed by 
Patrolman Alvin Johnson after 
the youth and a companion fled 
on foot from a stolen car. The 
policeman said he shouted re­ 
peatedly for the youth to stop 
and fired three warning shots 
before the fatal shot hit the 
youth in the back. 


Percy Pinkney, a Negro who 
is assistant director of Youth for 
Service, 
an 
organization 
for 
juveniles, 
estimated 
that 
be­ 
tween 600 and 700 persons were 
involved in the Hunters Point 
trouble, most of them between 
13 and 30 years old. Pinkney 
said almost all lived in the 
neighborhood. 
Very few, he said, were not 
members of the Hunters Point 
community. 
Wild and exaggerated rumors 
spread all through the area. 
Austin Scott, 
an 
Associated 
Press reporter, heard one man 
tell another, “ We overturned 60 
police cars.” The reporter also 
heard another may say, “They 
shot 13 kids down.” 
Police called in off-duty offi­ 
cers and told them to shoot to 
kill if threatened. They were 
instructed to arrest any person 
who disobeyed the curfew after 
one warning. 
Mayor Shelley suspended the 
policeman who fired the fatal 
shot pending an investigation. 
He said it was established the 
car was stolen and told news­ 
men, “ We will not have one law 
for blacks and one law for 
whites.” 
A guard at the Super Save 
Market. 4517 Third Street called 
for police help after he said a 
group of 25 demanded to enter 
the grocery where a window 
had been smashed. 
As a troop of patrolmen ar- 
rirved and tried to disperse the 
group, one Negro woman shout­ 
ed: “ You can’t do this . . . we 
get pushed around everywhere.”

dubon Canyon Ranch to the 
northwest. 
Harold Frick, proprietor of 
the Christmas tree ranch, said 
he was not insured against the 
blaze, which consumed about 
half of his trees. 
The fire was stopped by coun­ 
ty firemen just over the ridge 
from the canyon, which is the 
nesting place of egrets. “ If it 
had got in there it would have 
caused serious damage,” said 
Chief Louis J. Bloom of the 
county fire department. 


NEAR SCHOOL 
To the south, the fire came 
within a quarter mile of the 
Stinson Beach School.

Chief Bloom was unaware the 
school was evacuated. He said 
he did not order the children 
sent home because winds were 
blowing away from the school 
until late afternoon, after school 
was out. 
The fire came to within a 
foot of a house and a cottage 
on the Riordan property, near 
where it started. Jack Myers, 
who lives in the house, fought 
the blaze with a garden hose 
until the fire knocked down a 
power line, cutting off electric­ 
ity to his water pump. 


AT TANK 
Myers said the fire burned all 
around but did not ignite a 100- 
gallon tank filled with kerosene 
behind the house. The flames 
got into trees near two more 
homes south of the Riordan 
property, but the danger was 
eased when a low-flying bomber 
dumped fire retardants on the 
area. 
Chief Bloom said it took three 
hours to contain the fire, which 
began between Morse’s and Mc- 
Kinnan 
Gulches. 
Firefighters 
came from the county fire de­ 
partment and volunteer depart­ 
ments at Bolinas, Stinson Beach 
and Olema. 
The county force had plenty 
of water at all times during the 
fire, Bloom said, but the Stin­ 
son volunteers were forced to 
use one of their trucks for car­ 
rying water from the town to 
the fire. 


HUMIDITY READING 
Humidity when the fire broke 
out was registered at 21 per 
cent at the Woodacre fire sta­ 
tion, Bloom said. It dropped to 
17 per cent during the fire. The 
day started with almost 100 per 
cent humidity, the chief said. 
At one point during the blaze, 
Deputy Sheriff William Wallace, 
driving up the steep terrain, 
spun the wheels of his patrol 
car and the friction started a 
separate blaze under the auto, 
Chief Bloom said. 


Marin Man's 
Fillmore 
Store Looted 


A San Rafael man who has 
owned a television and appli­ 
ance store for 20 years in San 
Francisco’s 
Fillmore 
district 
was one of the victims of rioting 
last night in that district. 
Saul Kahn, of 50 M o o r i n g 
Road, owner of Saul’s Radio and 
TV at 1193 McAllister Street, 
said today that looters s t o l e 
every television set in his store 
in addition to a few radios and 
appliances. He estimated h i s 
loss at between $7,000 and $8,- 
000. Many other stores in the 
area also suffered losses. 
Kahn said he first got word 
of the break-in from San Fran­ 
cisco police after watching an 
11 p.m. television newscast of 
rioting in the Hunters P o i n t 
area. 
He immediately drove to his 
store and found that vandals 
had broken five front windows 
plus three locks on gates cover­ 
ing the windows. 
According to a spokesman at 
San Francisco’s Northern Police 
Station, waves of young toughs 
were roaming the neighborhood, 
kicking in windows and stealing 
late last night and early this 
morning. 
Kahn said police had difficul­ 
ty in holding the mobs at bay, 
but finally broke up the roam­ 
ing gangs around 2 a.m. 


Soviet Space Spectacular 
Might Spur U.S. Program 


By Science Service 


WASHINGTON - A 
Soviet 
space spectacular now would 
be the best possible spur to the 
U. S. space program, which has 
no defined aim after the Apollo 
moon landings are achieved. 
Such a Russian space feat 
might make possible a budget 
of $6 billion a year for the Na­ 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, instead of the 
$5 billion currently anticipated.

Fair Budget 
Is Approved 


Marin County supervisors yes­ 
terday approved a Marin County 
Fair budget of $122,245 for 1967, 
which includes a salary raise for 
Secretary-Manager M a r c e 11 e 
McCoy. 
The budget was recommended 
by the Marin Art and Garden 
Fair committee, h e a d e d by 
James S. Goodale. 


The budget represents an $18,- 
000 increase over this year, $10,- 
000 of which is for fill for the 
fairgrounds site at the Civic 
Center and the rest for increased 
rentals and salaries. The secre- 
tary-manager’s salary goes up 
from $717 to $783 per month. 


Goodale reported that $65,000 
of the buget comes from state 
pari-mutuel funds, and the bal­ 
ance from gate receipts at the 
fair in Ross.

Alvarado Declares 


San Rafael Chamber of Com­ 
merce, $5,000 in the red as a re­ 
sult of the Autumn Festival, will 
survive, even if it has to become 
a one-man operation, chamber 
manager John J. Alvarado de­ 
clared today.

Alvarado blamed a “deficit 
spending” approach to promo­ 
tions for the chamber’s predica­ 
ment. He said, “ We have put 
ourselves on the hook for cele­ 


brations and promotions at the 
request of merchants who tell us 
what they want. We’ve done 
these things without collecting 
the money ahead.’’ 


He said he was optimistic that 
the chamber’s 340 m e m b e r s 
would rescue the organizations.

rapidly, said he bid on behalf 
of the beneficiary, San Fran cis­ 
co Federal Savings and Loan 
Assn., the sum of $17,530. 


‘’There being no further high­ 
er bids. 1 declare the property , 
sold,” said the trustee’s repre­ 
sentative. 


And so another piece of fore­ 
closed property reverted, as it 
usually does, to the holder of 
the m ortgage. 


Both men refused to identify 
them selves to a newspaper re­ 
porter and photographer. 
What are the steps in fore­ 
closure? 
Wfhen the buyer becom es de­ 


linquent in his paym ents (three 
months is the lim it! the lender 
notifies the trustee, usually a 
title com pany, that the loan is 
in default. The trustee records 
a notice of default at the county 
recorder’s office and m ailings 
are made to the borrower and 
other interested parties. 


There's a 90-day waiting per­ 
iod during which the loan m ay 
be redeem ed. This is the time 
the borrower usually tries to re­ 
finance his loan, a feat that is 
rather difficult currently. 


If the loan is not redeemed 
within the 00 days it m ust be 
paid in full prior to the time of 
sale by the borrower. 


Then the trustee publishes, at 


least once a week in a news­ 


paper of general circulation for 


30 days, a notice of trustee’s 


sale. The sam e notice is m ailed 
to all interested parties, posted 
on the pronertv to be sold, and 


in a public place, usually the 
courthouse. 


The sale is held, at the place 
and time designated, by an offi­ 
cer of the trustee. A regular 
auction sale, it’s usually held 
at the title com pany, or on the 
courthouse 
steps. 


The sale isn't m erely a legal 
form ality 
It's a public auction 
sale, and anyone m ay bid. But 
accom panying the bid m ust be 
a cash ier’s check, or cash, for 
the full amount of the loan out­ 
standing, plus charges. 


The lender alw ays m akes the 
first 
bid. 
which 
will 
be 
the 
amount he’s owed, plus charges, 
to protect himself. Som etim es 
m em bers 
of 
the 
public 
bid 
higher — and usually get the 
property. 


A trustee’s deed is issued alter 
the sale, by the truste. to who­ 
ever purchases the property. 
The lender, who usually gets 
the property back, norm ally has 
som e repair work to put it in 
saleable condition . . . then it’s 
turned over to a real estate 
agent, for re-sale on the open 
m arket.

Reagan's activities were con­ 
fined to Los Angeles. 
Earlier. Reagan said as gov­ 
ernor he would increase welfare 
aid to those who really need it 
while trimming the able-bodied 
from relief rolls with the help 
of private industry. 


His most detailed proposal on 
welfare came last night at a 
$50-a-plate dinner in Hayward 
that raised about $20,000 for 
his gubernatorial campaign and 
ended a one-day tour that also 
took him through Sacramento 
and San Leandro. 


To a strong round of applause, 
the GOP candidate said that if 
elected Nov. 8 “ there would be 
no welfare for the able-bodies 
unless they agreed either to 
work at state jobs or accept job 
training that would fit them to 
take their places as productive j 
members of society.” 


The Hearst Castle swimming 
pool entered the campaign scene 
when U.S. Sen. George Murphy.

“ I think we should activate 
this committee as soon as pos­ 
sible,”

Acting Supt. William C. Jor­ 
dan said the move to form a 
committee started earlier this 
year, and the district has a list 
of about 100 persons interested 
in serving. 
Board members said that any­ 
one who would like to be ap­ 
pointed to the committee should 
notify Jordan. The list will be 
screened and a 30-member com­ 
mittee appointed, according to 
board’s original plan. 
The action was preceded by a 
request to have the San Rafael 
staff assist Dixie District’s citi­ 
zen finance study group in its 
study of the financial implica­ 
tions of unification. 
Irwin Taranto of 144 Duran 


Drive, San Rafael, said, “ It 
would be the start of direct 
communication 
between 
the 
districts.” 
Board Member Anita C. Strom 
suggested that first the San 
Rafael City Schools form a citi­ 
zens finance committee, and 
then have a branch of that 
committee cooperate with the 
Dixie committee.

Two members of the San Ra­ 
fael Board of Education clashed 
last night when one stoutly de­ 
fended the svstem of having 
the San Rafael City Council fill 
vacancies on the school board. 


Board Member Anita C. Strom 
said she felt a city council is 
for more representative of a 
community than is a school 
board. 


“ I feel school boards tend to 
reflect what I call the educa­ 
tional establishment,” she said. 


Board Member Lawrence I. 
Kramer Jr. challenged her con­ 
tention, noting that the high 
school district covers a larger 
area than the city. 


Mrs. Strom replied that turn­ 
outs for city elections are larger 
than those for school board elec­ 
tions. (The San Rafael Board 
of Education is elected at the 


city election; the turnout has 
always been larger within the 
city than in the rest of the dis- 
trice.) 


There is pressure on school 
boards from the “ educational 
establishment” 
whereas 
the 
council would be devoid of this 
pressure and could be. more ob­ 
jective in its appointments, Mrs. 
Strom said. 


The appointment issue arose 
when the board was asked to 
make recommendations to the 
San Rafael Charter Revision 
Committee on charter provisions 
concerning the education depart­ 
ment. Among recommendations 
being considered by the commit­ 
tee is one to eliminate the char­ 
ter provisions that the city coun­ 
cil fills vacancies on the school 
board, and that the board fills 
council vacancies when the coun­ 
cil cannot agree. 


The board made no recom­ 
mendations. Mrs. Strom said she 
would recommend, as an individ­ 
ual, that the council retain its 
power to appoint school board 
members. (Mrs. Strom is an ap­ 
pointed member of the board. 


Peacock G a p Stalem ate 


Brings Building Review 


Faced wi h a stalemate in its 
efforts to negotiate purcha.se of 
a 25-acre school site in Peacock 
Gap. the San Rafael Board of 
Education decided last night to 
review the district's building pro­ 
gram. 
Business Mgr. Charles L. Con- 
drotte 
reported 
that 
Latipac 
Corp., owner of the site near 
the old McNear’s bam, as ask­ 
ing $363,000 while appraisers for 
the district set the value at $208,- 
000. 
“ Obviously this difference is 
considerable and beyond the 
capacity of the district to fi­ 
nance,” he said. “ Further nego­ 
tiations will be undertaken.” 
San Rafael’s school depart­ 
ment wants to purchase the site 
for junior high and elementary 
schools. And sell a junior high 
school site at Glen wood. 
One alternative to purchasing 
the 25-acre site would be to pur­ 
chase a seven-acre site at Pea­ 
cock Gap for an elementary 
school only. 


Asst. County Counsel Richard 
V. Godino, who is negotiating 
for the district, said, “ It ap­ 
pears we have reached a com­ 
plete stalemate.” 
Condrotte reported that due 
to restrictions on further sewer 
connections, there has been no 
new building at Peacock Gap 
during the year. 
Also, he noted, enrollment at 
Glenwood School this month is 
50 pupils lower than it was in 
September, 1965. The school has 
a capacity for 500 pupils and 
has 404 enrolled, he said. 
There is $875,092 available for 
future projects, and the Peacock 
Gay school project would cost 
$1 million, if the site cost $300,- 
000, Condrotte said. Also the dis­ 
trict might have to provide a 
road and utilities including wa­ 
ter mains, estimated to cost 
$200,000. 
Condrotte said expansion of 
Davidson Junior High School, 
which has more than 800 stu­ 
dents “ is an urgent require­ 


ment,” and Short School “ is In 
dire need of replacement and en­ 
largement.” 
He 
recommended that the 
board take a fresh look at the 
needs of the district and perhaps 
revise 
the 
building 
program 
“ due to changes in the expected 
growth patterns.” 
The board authorized Godino 
lo seek a trial date for its con­ 
demnation proceedings on the 
Peacock Gap site early next 
year. In the meantime, board 
members said they will review 
the building program.

MEXICO CITY (APi - A 17- 
year-old Mexican stowaway was 
home safe in Queretaro today 
after a 2.000-mile flight from 
Colombia in the wheel compart­ 
ment of a jet airliner. 
“ I was really scared part of 
the time,” said Francisco Cue­ 
vas Garcia, “ but I made it, and 
that's what I wanted to do — get 
home as quickly as possible.” 
Francisco said he got home­ 
sick after six months in Colom­ 
bia but didn't have the money to 
take a plane back to Mexico. It 
would have taken too long to 
work his way home on a freight­ 
er — the way he went to Colom­ 
bia. 
“ It’s incredible, but he appar­ 
ently did ride in the wheel well 
all the way from Bogota,” said 
Ramon 
Watkins, 
the 
Mexico 
City manager for Colombia’s 
Avianca Airline. 
The four-engine jet flew as 
high as 34,000 feet through air 
temperatures as low as 45 de­ 
grees below zero, Watkins said. 
The lad was cramped into the 
wheel well so tightly that after 
the plane landed in Mexico City 
early yesterday he could not get 
down. He had to call for help to 
mechanics servicing the plane.

over, 
found nothing wrong and turned 
him over to Mexican immigra­ 
tion 
authorities. 
They 
estab­ 
lished his Mexican citizenship. 
“ He’s free now and left for 
Queretaro as soon as we let him 
go,”

Watkins said the plane's flight 
time from Bogota to Mexico 
City was more than four hours. 
The plane spent about an hour 
on the ground in Panama, its 
only stop.

Courts Take Over 


If Child Habitual 


When the parents lose control 
and a child violates the law, the 


courts must take over In most 


cases, the child is brought before 


the Juveniie Court.

This 
court is not set up to punish 
minors, but to help and protect 
them when needed, as in a 
guardianship.

3*2 cups sugar 


*2 cup honey 
1 teaspoon grated orange rind 
Juice of 1 medium-size orange 


4 teaspoon nutmeg 
4 teaspoon ginger 


Wash and quarter pears; cut 
off blossom 
and 
stem ends. 
Place pears in a large kettle; 
add water; cover and cook over 
low heat until pears are soft, 
stirring occasionally. 
Spoon 
cooked pears, a portion at a 
time, into food mill placed over 
a bowl. Turn handle to strain 
pears. Measure 2 quarts strain­ 
ed pears into a large sau*;ppan 
or kettle. Add sugar, honey, 
orange rind, orange juice, nut­ 
meg and ginger. Cook over low 
heat, stirring occasionally, about 
2 hours or until thick.

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Electronic Organs Raise Hackles 


Of Concert Grand Piano Maker 


By JOHN F. KEARNEY 


To Pavlova, it’s the Frug. To 
an Ernest Hemingway, it’s Mary 
Poppins. 
To a grand piano-maker like 
John H. Steinway, it’s an elec­ 
tronic organ. 
“ Not that I have anything 
against electronic organs.” said 
the great grandson of the foun­ 
der of Steinwav and Sons on a 
visit to San Rafael yesterday. 
“ They have a wonderful novelty 
value.’’ 
He suddenly leaned forward 
in mock horror and his voice 
dropped to a whisper. “ But we 
«t Steinway,’’ he said, “ are 
PIANO makers. We don't think 
we will be going into the elec­ 
tronic field.” 
The pleasant and witty spokes­ 
man for the 113-year-old com­ 
pany was in his element, relaxed 
and smiling in — of all places — 
the electronic organ room at 
S h e r ma n , Clay and C’o. on 
Fourth Street. 
Steinway was In the county to 
present the annual Steinwav 
award to John H. Myers, head 
of the College of Marin music 
department, for his “ d i s t i n - 
guished 
contribution 
to 
the 
area’s musical life.” 
The history of Steinway’s an­ 
cestors is an American story. 
His great-g'andtather. Henry E. 
Steinway was a master cabinet 
maker when he emigrated to 
this country from Germany in 
1850. 
He got into making an oc- 


I casional piano in Germany. “ I 
have seen some of those first in- 
j struments.” said St ei n way. 
I “ They were wonderful pieces of 
art. but as pianos, they were ter­ 
rible. He had not at that stage 
perfected the skill of piano 
making.” 
Once in America, he put his 
sons to work with the dozens of 
piano-builders around New York, 
and three years later they 
started their own business. 
By dint of hard work. Stein­ 
way and his sons began to per­ 
fect their skill and soon started 
sponsoring tours of famous 
pianists such as Artur Ruben- j 
stein.

I promotion of culture. For every­ 
where artists like Rubenstein 
went, so did the piano with the 
name “ Steinway.” 
Naturally. John S t e i n w a y 
plays the piano himself, but he 
is modest about it. “ No one 
would pay a dollar to come and 
listen to me play,” he said. 
He is a member of the fourth 
generation of Steinway piano 
makers and there are 13 in the 
up-and-coming fifth generation. 
“ We’ll probably make piano 
makers out of some of them,” he 
said. 
While he and his relatives in 
the family concern are expected 
to know their way around a key­ 
board, it is not essential for 
their hundreds of craftsmen to 
have musical training. 
“ We would prefer that they 
didn’t.” said Steinway. “ A man 
interested in music would be 
more concerned with the play­ 
ing. We like workmen who listen 
to the tone.” 
Steinway instruments of the 
type that graces the East Room 
at the White House are not ex­ 
actly designed to sweep the 
county by storm. 
The Long Island factory turns 
out only 100 pianos a year and 
the grand pianos range in price 
from $4,000 and $8,000 on the 
West Coast. 
Then again, a customer has to 
place an order a year in ad­ 
vance. While waiting, one can 
always doodle on an electronic 
organ.

The bill also would touch on 
such delicate areas as use of 
copyrighted material by teach­ 
ers and so-called Community 
Antenna 
Television 
(CATV) 
systems. CATV operations have 
posed a difficult problem in re­ 
transmission of TV signals. 
The legislation would set out 
certain conditions for “ seconda­ 
ry transmission” of copyright 
broadcast material by CATV 
systems.

many cases,

CATV operator would have to 
pay a fee to the holder of the 
copyright in order to carry 
some programs.

The courtroom is a public place,

cipal performers. It doesn't make sense 
to limit spectators so as to impose 
controls on performers.

Neither Brown, Reagan Answers 


Entirely Pleasing To Rafferty

SACRAMENTO i CNSi - Dr. 


Max Rafferty, state superin­ 
tendent of public instruction, 
no doubt has let himself in for 
an avalanche of criticism from 
outraged supporters of Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown because of 
his 
endorsement 
of 
Ronald 
Reagan in the gubernatorial 
race. 
The superintendent, who has 
his own re-election chores safe­ 
ly out of the way for this year 
being returned for another 
four years in the June primary 
had posed six questions for 
each of the two candidates. In 
that the questions went into 
some areas in which Brown’s 
administration has been criti­ 
cized by Reagan and others, 
there was no doubt that they 
were more favorable for Rea­ 
gan to be answering. 


AS IT WAS, Brown declined 
to answer any of the questions. 
Instead, 
he sent Rafferty a 
lengthy statement on education 
which he had made previously. 
Reagan, on the other hand, an­ 
swered all the questions al­ 
though some of the answers 
did not suit Rafferty entirely. 
“ If the governor had come 
out with straightforward, posi­ 
tive answers. I 
would have 
taken no position at all.” Raf­ 


ferty said. “ I mean every word 


I say.” 
Rafferty is a Republican but 
serves as the state’s chief edu­ 
cation officer on a non-partisan 
basis. So there is a question of 
the propriety in his taking sides 
in a partisan campaign. He be­ 
lieves it is perfectly proper. 


“ I’M GOING !o talk loudly 
and clearly about the education 
issues right up to election day.” 
Rafferty said “ That’s why the 
people sent me to Sacramento 
—not to push papers from one 
side of my desk to the other.” 
Rafferty said he believed the 
voters, who have elected him 
twice, want to see his program 
of “ Education in Depth” car­ 
ried out for their children. 


“ I’ve learned that if I want 
a candidate’s future help. I’d 
better get him on record while 
he’s running, not after he is 
elected.” Rafferty said. “ This 
is what I’ve tried to do. not for 
myself, but for the children. 
“ Mr. Reagan is now firmly 
on the record.” he said. “ 1 
know what his future plans 
for education are, and if he 
should be elected. 1 will hold 
him to them.”

DETROIT—The stakes in the 
Michigan senatorial race are 
far greater than the loss or 
gain of one scat in the U. S. 
Senate. 
At stake is political survival 
—or extinction—of one of the 
powerhouses of the liberal wing 
if the Democratic party, G. 
Mennen (Soapy) Williams, six- 
term Governor and recently re- 
si yied Assistant Secretary of 
State for African Affairs under 
Presidents Kennedy and John­ 
son. 


At stake is a large and. per­

which Gov. George Romney 
may now have within his means 
to put into the hands of the 
eager Romney - for - President 
supporters. They want nothing 
so much as clear, conclusive 
proof that the Romney vote ap­ 
peal can help elect other re­ 
publicans. 


These are the reasons why 
this 
unexpectedly close 
and 
burgeoning battle between Sen- 
ator-by-appointment R o b e r t 
Griffin and politician-by-trade 
Soapy Williams concerns not 
only the state of Michigan but 
the shape of politics nationally 
for both parties. 


IN THE PAST ROMNEY has 
been viewed nretty much as a 
loner 
and 
has 
campaigned 
largely as a loner. The special 
success which he has enjoyed 
regularly 
at 
the 
polls, 
like 
G e n e r a l 
Eisenhower's and 
Mayor John Lindsay's is due 
in part to his campaigning 
somewhat above the partisan 
battle. In this role he has won 
mounting majorities. 
But the rest of the Michigan 
republican ticket has usually 
not lared well. This is what 
enables some republicans to 
sniff that. whi*e Romney may 
be good tor Romney. he does 
not do rr.ueh tor the party as 
a whole 
This year Romney is doing 
it differently. He is campaign­ 


ing zealously for Sen. Griffin 
They are often together on the 
stump. 


AND FOR A REASON. He 
wants to demonstrate that he 
can help elect a republican 
senator since Michigan repub­ 
licans haven’t had one for a 
long time and he wants to put 
one more uselul arrow in the 
quiver of the Romney - for - 
President supporters so they 
don’t have to go around counter­ 
ing the argument that Romney 
isn't a good party man. 
It is not too hard to do. This 
time he doesn't have to con­ 
centrate quite so much on his 
own race. He is pretending to 
“ run scared” and is working 
hard at i*. 
But there are quite a few 
Michigan voters who don't even 
recognize the name of his op­ 
ponent, Zolton A. Ferency, a 
bright, sharp, free - swinging 
liberal who has never run for 
public 
office 
before. 
While 
some can’t think of his name. 
President Johnson c o u l d n ' t 
think 
how 
to 
pronounce 
it 
(accent on first syllable) when 
he tossed his name into a 
Labor Day speech here. 
What is surprising is that 
young Robert Griffin, who wa^ 
appointed senator by Romnev 
only a few months ago. is prov­ 
ing such a formidable candi­ 
date against the experience, 
likeable, and well-known Soapy 
Williams. 


GRIFFIN BEGAN stronger 
than many thought he w'ould 
Last July a Detroit News poll 
showed that he was only one 
percentage point behind Wil­ 
liams and this past w’eek it 
found Griffin ahead of Wil­ 
liams 51 to 48 per cent with 
the fantastically low of only 
3 per cent undecided. 
But former Governor Wil­ 
liams has been idled for sev­

WASHINGTON—Congression­ 
al probers have tracked down 
and eliminated more than $1 
million in hidden funds for 
“ civil rights activities” in the 
Johnson administration's cur­ 
rent budget. 
This br.ckstage search, which 
so far has involved only two 
departments, is being expand­ 
ed to include all government 
agencies. 


T H I S 
EXTRAORDINARY 
hidden fund search was or­ 
dered by the House Appropria­ 
tions 
Committee alter 
Rep 
John Fogarty. D-R.I.. head of 
the subcommittee in charge of 
the budgets of the Labor and 
Health, Education and Welfare 
Departments, discovered pro­ 
visions for money for “ civil 
r i g h t s activities” scattered 
throughout their budgets. 
Appropriations 
committee­ 
men were astonished by Fo­ 
garty’s report that a study of 
the HEW budget had disclosed 
“ more than 25 separate civil 
rights funds” totaling nearly 
$1 million. 
This hidden money was in 
addition to the departm ents 
specific request for $3.3 mil­ 
lion for civil rights enforce­ 
ment programs. These funds 
were approved but the others 
were rejected. 
They included:

Committee, at the instigation 
of Senator Lister Hill, D-Ala 
chairman, also struck out these 
hidden funds. 
He is also pressing for an in­ 
vestigation to determine just 
how much money the adminis­ 
tration 
is 
seeking 
for civil 
rights enforcement and wheth­ 
er there is duplication between 
agencies. 


DEMOCRATIC HOUSE lead­ 
ers are making a strenuous 
last-rmnute effort to block an 
investigation of the U.S. Office 
of Education. 
In a series of backstage talks 
with Rtp. Howard Smith. D 
Va., chairman of the Rules 
Committee, the legislative lead 
ers worked out a compromise 
under 
which 
the committee 
will reconsider its vote approv­ 
ing the probe. 
At a meeting in Speaker John 
McCormack's office, S m i t h 
agreed to another vote after 
Rep. Emanuel Celler, D-N.Y , 
chairman of the powerful Ju­ 
diciary 
Committee, 
presents 
♦he administration’s arguments 
against an investigation. 


IN EXCHANGE for Smith's 
permitting a second vote, the 
Democratic leaders will allow 
the full House to vote on the

When the San Rafael Post 
Office moved its mail sorting 
facilities to 48 Bellam Boule­ 
vard, 
some 
wondered 
h o w 
many old, undelivered letters 
might be turned up in th e 
move. After all, the post of­ 
fice had been at its Third and 
D streets location 
n e a r l y 
three decades. 
Only one such letter w a s 
found, a c c o r d i n g to Post­ 
master Warren H. Williams. 
Postmarked last Dec. 14, 
it 
had slipped behind a sorting 
table into a place of conceal­ 
ment. Williams sent it along 
to the addressee with a note 
of apology. 
Wonder whether it contained 
a Christmas card or a Christ­ 
mas check? 


THK SAN RAFAEL CHAR­ 
TER Revision Committee had 
been split over whether the 
mayor's term should be two 
years, as at present, or four 
years. A majority of the com­ 
mittee holds a four-vear term 
would give a mayor a better 
chance to prove his program; 
a minority feels that the pres­ 
ent system is preferable be­ 
cause it puts two councilmen 
and the mayor up for election 
every two years, making it 
possible for voters to change 
the majority of the council at 
any election. 
A search through the rec­ 
ords indicates the argument is 
rather academic. Although a 
mayor can now be changed 
every two years, it's n e v e r 
happened in the last two dec­ 
ades. 
In 1947, Robert Austin won 
a three-way mayoralty race. 
In 1949 he was elected unop­ 
posed. 
Austin stepped down in 1951, 
and Edward A. Culver ran un­ 
opposed. Culver was re-elect­ 
ed without opposition in 1953 
and ’55. 
In 1957. after Culver h a d 
been in office six years. John 
F. Mclnnis defeated him and 
Orlando Conti in a three-way 
race, moving up from council­ 
man to mayor. 
In 1959. and again in '61 and 
'63, 
Mclnnis 
was 
re-elected 


without opposition. He stepped 
out in ’65, and C. Paul Bettini 
defeated 
Coucilman 
Charles 
W. Aby for the mayoralty. On 
the book. Bettini appears like­ 
ly to repeat next April.

Vitamins In Milk 
WASHINGTON (SS) - Amcri- 
can families on relief are not 
getting the proper vitamins in 
the nonfat dry milk that takes 
the place of fluid whole milk in 
their diet. 
It will take an amendment 
by Congress to a 1944 law to 
permit fortification with vita­ 
mins A and D of all nonfat dry 
milk, the AMA’s council on food 
and nutrition points out in the 
Journal of the American Medi­ 
cal Assn. 
Some nonfat dry milk going 
overseas in the Food for Peace 
program already is fortified 
with vitamins A and D through 
cooperation between the Agency 
I for International Development 
i and the U.S. Department of 
I Agriculture. 
It has become commercially 
! feasible to fortify dry milk with 
vitamins without affecting its 
taste or stability, the council 
says. 
“ An existing nutritional de­ 
ficiency can be made more 
grave by supplementing a diet 
with foods lacking the nutrient 
| in short supply,” the council 
explains. “ Quiescent inadequa­ 
cies can become full-blown de- 
1 ficiencies it additional protein, 
minerals and calories are pro­ 
vided in the absence of ade­ 
quate 
vitamin 
intake. 
This 
could be anticipated with both 
i vitamins A and D.” 
The U.S. F o o d and Drug 
Administration agrees that vita­ 
mins A and D are needed in 
nonfat dry milk, which means 
that the 1944 U.S. Public Health 
Service Milk Code would have 
to be revised by Congress.

Johnson Prods U.N. 


Toward Space Treaty 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— President Johnson, declaring 
that “ the security of all men 
may well be at stake.” has 
made a personal plea to shake 
loose bogged-down United Na­ 
tions’ efforts toward a U.S.-So­ 
viet agreement governing the 
use of outer space. 
A space treaty is “a m atter of 
the highest common interest,” 
the U.S. chief executive said 
while 
touring 
this 
spaceport 
with West German Chancellor 
Ludwig Erhard Tuesday. 
“ I earnestly hope the Soviet 
Union — whose space achieve­ 
ments have been great — will 
feel as we do that the rapid 
evolution of space technology 
makes early conclusion of a 
treaty 
governing the 
use of 
space a most urgent m atter,” 
Johnson said. 
Major areas of disagreement 
between the United States and 
the Soviet Union in the United 
Nations space treaty efforts in­ 
clude reporting outer-space ac­ 
tivities, equal access to each 
other’s equipment and installa­ 
tions on the moon, and military 
hardware in spaee. 
The United States proposes 
compulsory reporting of outer- 
space activities, while the So­ 
viet Union wants voluntary re­ 
porting. 
Soviet officials have accepted 
in principle a U.S. proposal that 
nations grant each other equal 
access to space vehicles, equip­ 
ment and installations on the 


moon and other celestial bodies 
at all times, but Russia wants to 
make the timing of such access 
subject to an agreement among 
the parties concerned. 
Russia also objects to a clause 
in the U.S. draft treaty which 
says nations may use both mili­ 
tary personnel and equipment in 
the 
peaceful 
exploration 
of 
space, claiming the words “ mil­ 
itary equipment” is not well 
enough defined.

German Films Belie 


Predictions Of Death 


MUNICH, Germany (GF) — 
“ Der deutsche Film wird zu 
Grabe vertragen” — “The Ger­ 
man motion picture industry is 
on its way to the graveyard.” 


That is the bleak prophecy, 
which film critics proclaimed 
for 
years 
as 
the 
nation's 
moviemakers 
s e e m e d 
to 
struggle in vain to haul tbeir 
business out of the postwar 
doldrums. 


There was bitter irony in the 
prediction as well. For the post 
WWI era in Germany — t h e 
gay twenties — witnessed a 
blossoming of film greats in the 
country that boosted Germany 
to the pinnacle. Marlene Diet- 
rich, Emil Jannings and Con­ 
rad Veidt and outstanding di­ 
rectors like Fritz Lang and G.W. 
Pabst are 
names from that 
era which have gone into the 
annals of motion picture history. 


In contrast, the situation dur­ 
ing the past decade provided 
good reasons for critics to utter 
that German filmmaking h a d 
been packed in a coffin and was 
headed for its final r e s t i n g 
place. There was a conspicuous 
lack of big names, big hits — 
and big money. 


Then, just as it seemed the 
balloon might burst, the indus­ 
try suddenly got a new lease 
on life and now it appears that 
movies in Germany are making 
a mighty comback. 


The breakthrough, in large 
part, is being attributed to 
such bright, new faces as the 
There is Ulrich Schamoni. whose 
motion picture “ Es (It),” the 
story of a teenage couple in love ; 
but unmarried, which suddenly j 
finds an “ it” on the way, also - 
won a federal German f i l m 1 
prize this year. Finally comes 
Viktor Schamoni, the only one ; 
of the brothers who is not a 
director and Instead goes for 
cam era work. 


Another bright prospect in the 
Schamoni Brothers. There is 
director 
Thomas 
Schamoni, I 
who was awarded this year’s 
top national prize for short 


films with his production of 
“ Charly May.” 


Another of the Schamonis, Pe­ 
ter, also first and foremost a 
director, grabbed the S i l v e r 
Bear Award at this year’s Ber­ 
lin 
Film 
Festival 
with h i s 
“S c h o n z e i t f u e r Fuechse 
(Closed 
Season 
for 
Foxes).” 
future of Germany’s rekindled 
movie industry is Vlado Kristi, 
also a director. Kristi's latest 
effort is a film called “ D e r 
Brief (The Letter),” A Kafka- 
like production which tells the 
story of a man who finds a let­ 
ter and who decides to person­ 
ally deliver it to its addressee. 
After a long search, which is 
spelled out in a series of sur­ 
realistic episodes, he has suc­ 
cess. But when the letter is 
opened, the contents turn out to 
be his own death sentence. 


The manuscript for “ I) er 
Brief” has a l r e a d y been 
awarded a prize and the film 
itself is rated a strong possi­ 
bility of capturing more hon­ 
ors. 


One of the striking features 
of Germany’s movie comeback 
is the spirit of teamwork among 
its new crop of able, young men. 
Thus, the four Schamoni Broth­ 
ers have all taken acting roles 
in Kristi’s film, and one of the 
scenes in which they appear 
may be peculiarly indicative of 
what’s happening with German 
moviemaking. 


In the scene, the brothers are 
c a r r y i n g a coffin across a 
square. They pass a “no park­ 
ing” sign. 


The analogy to critics’ predic­ 
tions that German films are be­ 
ing carried to the grave comes 
through sparkling clear, b u t 
with a new added twist: 


Where there’s no parking for 
coffins, there’s room for a res- j 
surection.

Desert Hides 
Railroads' 
Graveyard 


MOJAVE, Calif. (UPI) -T h is 
desert 
community 
is 
where 
railroad cars come to die. 
From all over the nation, 
worn out engines, freight cars, 
coaches, tank cars and caboos­ 
es are brought to a 48-acre 
yard 
just 
outside 
of 
town. 
There they line up on four 
1,200-foot tracks to wait their 
turn to be dismantled. 
A crew of 40 men tears up 
the outdated cars, burning the 
wood and salvaging most of the 
metal. Most of the freight and 
passenger 
cars 
now 
being 
scrapped were built in the 1930s 
and 1940s. 
All the cars are completely 
checked when they arrive by 
way of the nearby Southern 
Pacific Railroad main line to 
make sure there are no hoboes 
asleep in them. 
Occasionally an historic rail­ 
road car finds its way to the

But for most, the Mojave 
yard is really the end of the 
line. 


BERKELEY-Peace Corps re­ 
cruits at the Berkeley campus 
of the University of California 
continue to set the pace for vol­ 
unteer service among students 
throughout the country. 
New figures reflecting late 
spring recruiting drives indicate 
that the Cal students are signing 
on in increasing numbers either 
for foreign service in the Peace 
Corps or in the Corps’ domestic 
operation—Vista. 
Toward the end of the current 
school year, the Peace Corps 
reported that Berkeley had be­ 
come the first U.S. campus to 
provide more than 1,000 applica­ 
tions for Peace Corps service in 
a single year. 
As of May 1, the Berkeley 
campus also had the most volun­ 
teers—95— for 
any 
institution. 
(University of Minnesota, with 
70, and the University of Ore­ 
gon, 50, were next.) 
Peace Corps spokesmen said 


the ratio of applicants from the 
Berkeley campus had remained 
relatively constant throughout 
the year, with six male appli­ 
cants for every four female ap­ 
plicants. They pointed out that 
this is about the same ratio as 
that for college seniors who are 
the Peace Corps’ prime source 
of manpower. 
Last year more than 770 Cal 
students applied for Peace Corps 
service. 
Of 
the 
mare 
than 
19.000 
Americans who have joined the 
Peace Corps since 1961 the state 
of California leads all others 
with nearly 2.700 having service 
overseas.

And Learning 


Ability Linked 


LOS A N G ELES—-The ability 
fo learn is directly affected by 
belonging to an organization— 
feelings of powerlessness result 
in low learning ability and lack 
of interest in learning. 
These are among the chief 
conclusions reached by Melvin 
Seeman, UCLA professor of so­ 
ciology, in an article that poses 
the question: “ How do the feel­ 
ings of isolation, helplessness 
and alienation come about, and 
what is their consequences?” 


“ To the extent that a man 
feels powerless to control his 
future, he will not learn as 
well what he needs to know 
to affect it,” Seeman said. 


Other findings from his study 
Include: 
Feelings of self-reliance and 
power are tied up with belong­ 
ing to an organization — union, 
business or professional associa­ 
tion—and with how actively one 
works in it. having some control 
over its destiny. 
To the degree that one values 
and expects to achieve goals, 
he will want and will try to 
learn m a t e r i a l relevant to 
achieving them. 
In his article. “ Antidote to 
Alienation — Learning to Be­ 
long,” 
published 
in 
“ Trans­ 
action'’ by the Community Lead­ 
ership Project of Washington 
University in St. Louis, Seeman 
describes the process of aliena­ 
tion in terms of “ mass theory.”

Germany (GFi 
A new method to speed up 
the growth of carp, a favorite 
fish on the German menu, has 
been developed by researchers 
near here at the Max Planck 
Institute for Cultivated Plant

Dr. Reinhold von Sengbusch 
and co - worker Dr. Christoph 
: Meske, a zoologist, who devised 
! the system, use a special diet 


j which is fed to the fish by baby 
bottle. The diet consists of 50 
per cent worms and 50 per cent 
mosquito larvae mixed in water, 
and the fish just love it. 


Normally, carp require 15 
pounds of food to gain one 
pound and 20,000 times their 
own weight in water to grow 
up. With the special diet, the

own weight in water. 


The speed up in size and 
growth could make carp, which 
are strong in protein, a valuable 
lood in undernourished areas of 
the world.

Delhi, on the banks of the Jum­ 
na River. 
Then Delhi became the capi­ 
tal of India and the temple was 
caught up in the city’s sprawl­ 
ing suburbs. But in India these 
miniature temples are not dis­ 
turbed, so this temple blocks 
a 
sidewalk a n d pedestrians 
the dusty must take to the street to get 
from Old 1 around the structure. 


Two Hindu holy men t a k e 
turns caring for the temple and 
ministering to the worshippers. 
They sleep on a cot nearby. 
Each morning they pour water 
over the stone gods inside the 
tiny domed structure, then col­ 
lect the water in a jug. 


A worshipper is given a few 
crystals of sugar and a spoon­ 
ful of the water to drink, in 
the belief that this will have a 
curative effect. In return, he 
usually throws a few coins at 
the feet of the gods — Lak- 
shimi. the goddess of wealth, 
the Hanuman, the 
monkey 
god and commander-in-chief 
of the god Rama's army. 


The concrete platform in front 
of the temple has room f o r 
about t h r e e 
worshippers to 
kneel in prayer at a time. The 
holy men sit off to one side in 
silent meditation except when 
giving sugar and water. 
Many bicycle commuters do 
not stop to pray. But as they 
pass the temple they stop pedal­ 
ing, coast a while — and nod in 
the direction of the gods.

Costs Man's Life 


AUCKLAND (A P)- A farmer 
at Whenuapai, near Auckland, 
lost his life becadse he chopped 
a tree that grew too close to 
pow'er lines near his home. 
When Stanley Richard Milling­ 
ton felled the tree it fell on the 
lines. 
Millington went i n s i d e the 
house to telephone for help but 
when he ran outside again he 
struck the power line. The 11,- 
000 volt current acted like a cau­ 
terising knife and decapitated 
him. 
At the inquest, an Electricity 
Department engineer said Mill­ 
ington need never have bother­ 
ed about the tree himself. The 
electricity authority concerned 
would willingly cut down trees 
without cost where there was a 
danger of power lines being 
damaged.

Festival, hel d in conjunction 
with the Wagner Festival. 


More than 400 participants 
from 24 nations took part in 
the worldwide talent show. 


Though no official ratings are 
given, the chamber orchestra 
from Sofia under the direction 
ol Kamcn Goleininov was the 
audience's obvious favorite. The 
group played Samuel Barber’s 
“ Adagio,” five t h e m e s for 
s t r i n g s by Paul Hindemith, 
Bach’s E major violin concerto 
and Bela Bartok’s 6th string 
quartet. 
In the music category, a Hun­ 
garian string quartet also scored 
a smashing s u c c e s s with a 
Bartok sonata. 


John Bennett Jr., 28-year- 
old U.S. publisher of “ Vaga­ 
bond,” a literary magazine, 
was praised by German music 
critics for an oral interpreta­ 
tion of one of his own works 
called “ Differences.” a story 
delivered as a r e p o r t . The 
critics likened Bennett to Som­ 
erset Maugham in reviews. 


French poet Jean Ikelle Ma- 
tibe scored a hit with the audi­ 
ence in readings of some of his 
verse.

Honor Islamic Scholar 


LOS ANGELES—The Giorgio 
Levi Della Vida Medal has been 
established at the University of 
California, Los Angeles, to honor 
outstanding scholars of Islamic 
civilization, it was announced 
by Chancellor F r a n k l i n D. 
Murphy and Professor Gustave 
E. von Grunebaum. Director of 
UCLA's Near Eastern Center. 
The bronze medal, which car­ 
ries a cash price of $1,000. is 
named after 79-year-old Giorgio 
Levi Della Vida of Italy, one of 
the great humanistic scholars 
of the world. 


“ To our knowledge, this is the 
first and only award in the field 
of Islamics.” said Chancellor 
Murphy. 
“ UCLA 
through 
its 
Near Eastern Center, has be­ 
come a leading center for the 
study of Islamic history and 
culture. It is highly appropriate, 
therefore, that we recognize ex­ 
cellence in this field.” 


The recipient will be selected 
by a committee appointed by 
Chancellor Murphy. He will de­ 
liver a special lecture at UCLA 
and participate in a scholarly 
conference—the proceedings of 
which are to be published as a 
separate volume in a special 
series. First award will be made 
next spring. 
Giorgio Levi Della Vida, who 


was recently given an honorary 
doctorate by the Sorbonne, rep­ 
resents in his work a direction 
which UCLA’s Near Eastern 
Center believes Islamic studies 
should 
take, 
Professor 
von 
Grunebaum said. 
Della Vida left Italy for poli­ 
tical reasons under Mussolini 
to spend almost a decade of 
exile at the University of Penn­ 
sylvania but has since returned 
to the University of Rome. His 
activities there center on the 
Arab heartlands of Islam but 
extend 
far 
beyond 
into 
the 
I Somatic cultures of the ancient, 
medieval 
and 
modern 
Near 
I East. 
His work, recognized by mem­ 
bership in the Italian national 
academy and many other learn­ 
ed societies, bears with equal 
force on sthe history of Muslim 
Iran and Turkey. He also dis­ 
plays a familiarity with classi­ 
cal antiquity and Christianity 
both Eastern and Western, as 
formative influences and part­ 
ners of Islam in its history of 
almost 14 centuries, Prof. von 
Grunebaum pointed out.

Radioactive 
Aerosols Aid 
Lung Research

LOS ANGELES—Radioactive 
aerosols may now be used to 
scan the lungs for evidence of 
bronchial disorders and emphy­ 
sema. 


Drs. 
George V. Taplin 
and 
N. D. Poe of UCLA’s Laboratory 
of Nuclear Medicine developed 
the new procedure. 
The patient inhales harmless, 
minute quantities of 
radioac- 
tively tagged materials such as 
albumin 
and 
colloidal 
gold. 
Plots of the distribution of the 
materials are then made by a 
sensitive machine, which scar.s 
the lungs for radioactivity. 
In normal lungs the material 
is distributed evenly through­ 
out the lower respiratory tract. 
If the airways are partially ob­ 
structed by disease, the aerosol 
material is deposited relatively 
heavily at the site of the ob­ 
struction. 
The new procedure may help 
solve some of the problems of 
diagnosing and evaluating ob­ 
structive bronchial disease. X- 
ray visualization of the bron­ 
chial tree requires installation 
of large amounts of radiopaque 
material into the trachea (wind­ 
pipe), which may be hazardous 
to patients with 
severely im­ 
paired lung function. 
X-ray examinations usually do 
not show abnormalities in the 
small branches of the bronchial 
tree near the outer edges of the 
lung. The aerosol technique is 
entirely safe and readily demon­ 
strates the absence of aeration 
(due to obstruction) in areas 
normally served by these bron­ 
chi. 
The new procedure appears 
to be 
particularly useful in 
studying such diseases as bron­ 
chiectasis, emphysema and tu­ 
berculosis. 
It may also help 
spot early lung cancer originat­ 
ing in the bronchial tree near I 
the lung's outer edges.

State Department Peps 
Up Its Communications

WASHINGTON

- I f 
there’s a revolution in Latin 
America or sudden trouble in 
other areas of the world, it is 
more 
than 
likely 
the 
State 
Department will hear about it 
almost instantaneously. 


Since 
the 
Cuban 
missile 
crisis in 1962—when Russian 
Premier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
looked down the American nu­ 
clear barrel and backed off— 
the State Department and the 
White House have tightened 
up the government’s world­ 
wide communications system. 


F o r 
example, 
an 
urgent 
message 
from 
Ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge in war-torn 
Viet Nam. 11.200 miles away, 
can be placed in Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk's hands within 
a few minutes. 
Or if war through miscalcula­ 
tion or stupidity threatened to 
engulf the United States and 
Russia, 
the 
Chiefs 
of 
State 
could get in quick contact over 
a so-called "hot line" linking the 
White House and the Kremlin 
and iron out the difficulty. 
The 
hot 
line—a 
teletype 
system—was installed by mu­ 
tual agreement after the Cuban 
missile clash between the late 
President John F. Kennedy and 
Khrushchev. 
The State Department 
now 
maintains some type of fast 
contact with every one of its 
273 foreign service posts around 
the globe. Chief means of com­ 
munication are the teletype, ra­ 
dio, and the telephone. 
i 
Backbone of the network is 
the teletype system. It is ei- | 
ther leased from private firms 
or borrowed from the defense ! 
department, which owns its 
own circuits. 


Like the world’s great news 
services, the State Department 
divides its world communica­ 
tions system into parts, about 
12 in all. Each part has its own 
relay point connected directly 
with 
Washington. 
Within 
the 
parts 
are subdivisions 
where 
smaller relay points 
forward 
messages 
from 
low-volume 
posts. These messages are later 
dispatched to the major relay 
points. 
The 
relay 
points 
make 


possible short, and inexpensive 
circuits and guard against the 
possibility of a less important 
embassy monopolizing the cir­ 
cuit 
as 
sudden 
crisis 
grips 
another country.

Backstopping these are de­ 
coders — either men or ma­ 
chines, depending on the ur­ 
gency of keeping the contents 
secret.

This,

example, ties Washington direct­ 
ly to Saigon, thus bypassing the 
Manila relay point. 


In Paris and at some other 
relay points, special computers 
replace human operators and 
move the traffic from the busy 
European posts to Washington 
even more swiftly. 


In Latin America, Ihe State 
i Department leases all of its 
i circuits from International Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph Co. < ITT).

Hence, 
if the U.S. Embassy in Rio De 
Janeiro has a message for the 
embassy in Buenos Aires about 
1.200 miles to the southwest, it 
will be routed to Washington 
for relay to Buenos Aires.

Novel Nursery School For 
Cerebral Palsy Children 


POMONA, Calif. (AP) — The 
emotional needs of the cerebral 
palsy child and his family are 
the prime concern to the team 
of experts conducting a drama­ 
tic nursery school program at 
Casa Colina. 
According to Dr. Ralph E. 
Perry, director of Casa Colina 
Rehabilitation Center: 


The program is designed to 
establish, during the early for­ 
mative years, a child with a 
happy go-ahead personality who 
can face the world with confi­ 
dence and assurance in spite of 
his handicap. 
Launched in October 1963, the 
preschool nursery directed by 
Mrs. Dorothy Robinson is an ed­ 
ucationally 
planned, 
coopera­ 
tive, family-oriented program. 
“There is much more normal 
than abnormal in these children,” 
says Dr. Perry. “ But too often 
the normal phases of their de­ 
velopment are neglected in the 
concentration on the abnormal.” 


The children in the school at 
Casa Colina are happy, laughing 
youngsters. 
Dr. Annabel J. Telberg, an­ 
other member of the team of 
specialists working with these 
children, points out that the 
neuromuscular limitations of the 
cerebral palsy child, or those 
similarly affected, prevent nor­ 
mal preceptual learning. 
A normal child with full phys­ 
ical capacity learns to fit into 
his surroundings as he turns his 
head and moves his body during 
early development. A baby with 
impaired 
movements 
doesn't 
make 
t h i s 
adjustment, 
she 
points out. 
Thus, one of the physical as­ 
pects of the prescool program 
is 
teaching 
these 
youngsters 
“where they fit in space.” This 
is done by learning to bounce, 
playing 
games, 
walking 
o r 
crawling within lines and other 
training. 
Cerebral palsy is an insult to 
the brain which controls the 
direction of movement. It arises 
the prenatal, postnatal or 
in 
early development of a baby. 
Occasionally, a traumatic ac­ 
cident involving the brain of an 
infant, such as a fall from a 
crib, will result in cerebral pal­ 
sy. Dr. Perry states. 
Considered a stable lesion of 
the rain, cerebral palsy is non- 
progressive. However, difficul­ 
ties can be progressive as the 
child attempts to meet the de­ 
mands of society. 
While 60 per cent of the cere­ 
bral palsy victims have varied 
degrees of mental retardation, j 
some 
victims 
are 
extremely 
brilliant 
and 
have 
overcome 
their handicaps to become noted 
scientists, lawyers and edu ca-! 
tors. Dr. Teberg stresses. 
Most of the teaching aids used 
in 
the 
Casa 
Colina 
nursery 
school have been used in simi-1 
lar projects at the University 
of Southern California at Los 
Angeles and other research cen­ 
ters. 
However, the program in Po­ 
mona extends beyond the phys­ 
ical habilitation of the child. It 
reaches into the social realm of 
his family and community life. 
The team at Casa Colina works 
closely with the child and his 
family to create a normal ad­ 
justment on the part of every­ 
one concerned

parent 
comfortable 
with

child — and visa versa.” states

Dr. Perry. “ A youth senses a 
concerned and confused parent 
and becomes tense himself. 


“ These parents must realize 
a CP child's potention — and 
limitations — and be neither too 
protective nor too demanding.” 


To accomplish this, mothers 
work in the nursery school one 
day a week and parents are 
brought into team conferences 
to study the progress of their 
child. 


Mrs. Robinson has also or­ 
ganized a parents’ group that 
can freely discuss mutual prob­ 
lems. 


Classes in the nursery school 
are limited to 15 with two ses­ 
sions operating at p r e s e n t . 
Mothers. Casa Colina volunteers, 
occupational t h e r a p i s t s and 
physical therapists assist the 
teacher. 


Youngsters accepted at the 
nursery school are referred by 
family doctors and accepted by 
Casa Colina on the basis of 


probability of being benefitted 
by 
the 
program, 
Dr. 
Perry 
states. 
The youngest patient is 
16 
months, which is about as early 
as a child can be guided, the 
doctors feel. The upper limit is 
kindergarten age. All children 
live at home with their families. 
Last year, seven children were 
“graduated.” four into regular 
schools and three into special 


schools. 
In addition to the two doctors 
and the teacher, the team in­ 
cludes a psychologist, occupa­ 
tional 
therapist 
and 
physical 
therapist. They meet weekly to 
analyze the program and review’ 
the status of their young pa­ 
tients. 
Case histories record signifi­ 
cant progress for most young­ 
sters.

Doctors Try High-Pressure Oxygen

WASHINGTON - Doctors are 
trying a new line of attack on 
disease — high pressure oxygen. 
They 
are 
using 
boiler-like 
tanks — sim ilar to the caissons 
employed 
in 
underw ater con­ 
s t r u c t i o n — for experim ental 
treatm ents. 
When a patient is placed in­ 
side one and given pure oxygen 
to breathe, the effect is to step 
up the “ fire power” of this vital 
gas so that more of it reaches 
his blood and tissues than at sea 
level pressure. 


Doctors aren't making any 
“breakthrough” 
claims. 
But 
controlling the pressure and 
composition 
of 
the 
atmos­ 
phere could give them a new 
weapon against the three ma­ 
jor killers—heart disease, can- 
, cer and stroke. 


At recent international meet­ 
ings in Rome and at Duke Uni­ 
versity Medical Center. Durham. 
N.C., it was reported that ses­ 
sions in high pressure oxygen 
had 
Upped the recovery rate after 
heart surgery from 40 to 85 per 
cent in babies who had to have 
the operations before they were 
a year old. The tank was used as 


an operating room. 
Prolonged 
the 
survival 
of 
laboratory anim als with experi- 
j m entally induced heart attacks, 
i This implies such treatm ent also 
i benefits people who have had 
f coronaries. 


Made 
cancer

doing the work of six weeks in 
1 six hours. 


Restored 
speech and elimi­ 
nated paralysis in some stroke 
victims treated 
within a few 
hours of the attack—an indica­ 
tion that oxygen treatm ent may 
minimize brain dam age. 


Kept tissues and organs fresh 
for more than 25 hours, bringing 
the 
possibility 
of 
“ transplant 
banks" a step closer. 


There are other ways to put 
pressure on disease. Take car­ 
bon 
monoxide 
poisonig—the 
asphyxiation anyone risks run­ 
ning a car motor in a closed 
garage. 


The colorless, odorless gas is 
lethal because it strips the blood­ 
stream of oxygen. In Scotland, 
where coal fire heat in poorly 
ventilated homes leads to a lot 
of this poisoning, victims rushed 
to p r e s s u r e cham bers have 
quickly revived. They responded 
taster than with oxygen alone 


because oxygen at normal pres­ 
sure 
does 
not 
perm eate 
the 
tissues. 
An oxygen bath under high 
pressure has also proved life- 
I saving in some cases of gas 
gangrene. A few years ago. for 
instance, a 16-year-old boy hurt 
in an accident developed an in­ 
fection in his injured leg that 
drugs couldn't control. 
Just as surgeons were going 
to am putate, the boy was taken 
to Mount Sinai Hospital in New 
York which then had only a 
small experim ental p r e s s u r e 
tank. The bacteria threatening 
his life were an oxygen-hating 
species. 
“ I had my doubts,” Mount 
Sinai’s Dr. Julius Jacobson re­ 
calls. “ That early unit wasn't 
ever meant to treat the sick and 
wfasn’t as safe as the one we 
have now. 
If we'd run 
into 
trouble, there would have been 


110 way to open the door quickly 
without giving the boy decom­ 
pression sickness—what divers 
| call the bends.” 


Fortunately, luck held. After 
a few hours in the tank, the 
boy's temperature fell from 
103.6 degrees to a near normal 
99. The wound which had been 
an ominous blue blushed a 
faint, but healthy, pink. Al­ 


though the scar required ex­ 
tensive skin grafts, the boy 
walks on that leg today. 


Patients in danger of losing 
their toes because of circulatory 
failure have had sim ilar good 
results. The high pressure oxy­ 
gen quickly banishes pain and 
gives nearby blood vessels time 
to become alternative routes of 
supply. 
High pressure oxygen is not 
really a new idea. Medical in­ 
terest dates back to the 1600s 
and European doctors used pres­ 
sure cham bers to treat tubercu­ 
losis over a century ago. 
* However, results were disap­ 
pointing and so little was known 
then about the treatm ent and 
prevention of the bends that 
most other medical uses of the 
method weren't explored until 
after World War II. 
Despite recent more prom­ 
ising developments, 
the ex­ 
perts have reservations about 
the treatment. For one thing, 
no one is yet sure how bene­ 
ficial it really is. Cancer pa­ 
tients, for example, do seem 
to get better when irradiated 
in a pressure chamber, but 
there 
are 
some 
indications 
that the disease later has a 
greater than usual tendency 
to recur.

HAMBURG, Germany (GF)— 
A corporation of Hamburg build­ 
ers has presented a possibility 
for modernizing one of the city's 
remaining old districts. But it 
does not represent the last word 
on what or what may not hap­ 
pen to the district, called St. 
Georg. 


The designers, to begin with, 
drew 
up the 
p ro je c t 
to 
encourage 
entries 
in 
an 
international architect competi­ 
tion, which will probably wind 
up in October. 
Many Hamburgers, after view­ 
ing the model, decided the de­ 
sign would really be an improve­ 
ment on the present St. Georg 
and are now advocating con­ 
struction. These say the com­ 
plex. which bears a resemblance 
to the old Mayan pyramids, 
would represent progress. 
Their proposal, however, has 
brought a storm of protests. The 
opposition 
charges 
that 
con­ 


struction of such a massive! 
apartment complex would de­ 
stroy the skyline view of the 
city from the banks of the Al- 
ster. a large mid-city lake. St. 
Georg lies between the lake 
and the heart of the city. 
According to the plans, the 
five towers would run up to 
i either 62 stories or 425 feet. 
There are no other buildings in 
Hamburg currently near com­ 
parable height. 


Opponents also argue that liv­ 
ing in the complex would con­ 
demn residents to anonymity 
and thereby work negatively on 
their personalities. Proponents, 
: however, point out that the 
complex would contain every- 
i thing from schools to museums 
and bars, enabling residents to 
live a fairly normal city life.

Lunar Prospector Due 


Some Unique Tools 


By WILLIAM E. HOWARD

WASHINGTON - Spacemen 
are testing what every explorer 
will need on the moon—a handy- 
dandy set of geological tools. 
The novel part of the equip­ 
ment being developed for the 
Apollo project is the tool box. 
It can be turned inside out. 
This feature is to provide ex­ 
plorers with something in which 
to carry back samples of lunar 
rock and surface material. The 
tools will be left behind. 
Altogether, the kit holds 16 
tools, varying from a battery- 
powered drill for taking core 
samples of rock to a weighing 
scale. The scale is needed so 
that the samples won't exceed 
80 pounds and overload the 
astronaut's spaceship. 
Designers of the tools have 
come up with a “ multi-purpose 
scoop” that can function as a 
spade, a hoe or a scoop by ad­ 
justing the blade. It has a 
handle so the astronaut doesn’t 
even have to lean over. 
There is also a “ multi-pur-! 
pose” hammer for chopping and 
picking samples. 
The power drill is intended for 
biting through hard basalt or 
pumice rock—the type of mater­ 
ial some scientists now believe 


the surface Is composed of after 
viewing pictures returned by 
Russia’s Luna 9 Robot space­ 
craft. 
Scientists who will be analyz­ 
ing the samples when they are 
returned to earth are concerned 
about the exact location of 
where they are obtained. So the 
proposed tool box contains a 
surveying instrument called an 
orthogonal clinometer and sun 
gnomon. With this device the 
astronauts can calculate their 
lunar landing craft. 
Identification of rock speci­ 
mens—the long-awaited answer 
to what the moon is really made 
of—will be aided by a geological 
color chart. 
To help explorers pick their 
way through the unknown and 
perhaps treacherous t e r r a i n 
there is a Jacobs staff. It also 
is a measuring stick. 
The tools and box were de­ 
veloped by the Martin Co., 
Baltimore, for the s p a c e 
agency's Manned Spaceflight 
Center near Houston. They 
weigh 62 pounds on earth hut 
will weight only 10 pounds on 
the moon because lunar grav­ 
ity is only one-sixth that of 
earth.

ducts to last beyond mid-after­ 
noon. 
All products are sold to bene­ 
fit Sunny Hills Home in San 
Anselmo. a United Crusade 
agency devoted to care and 
treatment of adolescent chil­ 
dren with social adjustment 
problems. From the early fes­ 
tival days where the proceeds 
were $370 to the present time 
when proceeds exceed $30,000. 
Sunny Hills has considered the 
annual Grape Festival a vital 
arm of its financial support.

You Dream A Lot About Birds? 


Emotional Immaturity Hinted 


WASHINGTON (SS)-D o you 
see horses and dogs or birds 
and crocodiles in your dream s? 
If it is birds and crocodiles, 
your m aturity could be some­ 
what suspect. 
The 
provocative 
hypothesis 
that the kinds of anim als people 
dream about are a clue to their 
m aturity has been revived by 
psychologists Robert L. Van de 
Castle of the University of North 
Carolina School of Medicine. 


He found in studying 4.(KM) 
dreams from 801 college stu­ 
dents, mostly from the Uni­ 
versity of Denver, that the 
women dreamed more often of 
mammals, 
while 
the 
men 
dreamed of lower animals. 
The sexual dirference was sig­ 
nificant, said Dr. Van de Castle. 
After birds, the men seemed to 
prefer thick-skinned 
or hard- 
shelled animals, including croco­ 
diles, crabs and turtles. Women. 


on the other I-and. saw dogs 
and horses nearly twice as often 
as the men. 
In number of animal dream s, 
the 
sexes 
were 
equal, 
each 
spending 7.!i per cent of their 
dream ing time in animal fan­ 
tasies. But 40 per cent of the 
anim als that men dream ed of 
were non-mammals, while the 
figure for women was only 30 
per cent. 
The animal most favored by 
men was the bird, with its obvi­ 
ous symbolism. “ My off hand 
impression,” said Dr 
Van de 
Castle, ‘‘was that these were 
people looking for freedom—or 
for ways of escaping.” 
The psychologist discovered 
a further sexual difference, 
also fraught with implications: 
only women e \e r dream ed of 
vultures, and only men of 
hawks. 
Does this mean college wom­ 
en are more m ature than college 
men? Too little is known about 
anim al dream s to draw any con­ 
clusions, said Dr. Van de Castle, 
but he pointed to some related 
studies that should “ please the 
’weaker sex. ” 
Two separate Rorschack (ink 
blot) studies have linked per­ 
ception of m am m als with emo­ 
tional m aturity. In both, these 
subjects who saw the higher 
anim als in the ink blots had a 
greater degree of autonomy and 
independence. They were also 
less likely to yield to the pres­ 
sures of group conformity. 
Even more striking is the 
case of a male patient in ther­ 
apy whose dream , as he im­ 
proved psychologically. evol\- 


e d upward from dead plants to 
live plants, then to small ani­ 
mals, m am m als, statues of 
people and finally to real peo­ 
ple. 
Dr. Van de Castle does not 
know of any other case like 
this one, which was reported by 
Dr. Medard Boss some 10 years 
ago in his book, "The Analysis 
of D ream s,” but that may only 
indicate the shortage of inform­ 
ation on the subject, he said. 
The psychologist, however, did 
hold out some consolation to 
men. One thing seems sure about 
animal dream s—they decrease 
in number each year of a child's 
life until be reaches adulthood.

Indian Treasure Trove 
Dug Up In Manhattan 


MANHATTAN, Kan. (UPI) — 
A 
group 
of 
Kansas 
State 
University students who spent 
the summ er digging, literally, 
for a better understanding of 
prehistoric Plains Indians, hit 
pay dirt in the heart of 20th 
Century civilization. 
In a protected horseshoe of 
Wildcat Creek, an area rimmed 
with 
Manhattan 
residences, 
apartment houses and business 
establishments, 
the 
students 
recovered about 200 artifacts, 
plus 
hundreds 
of 
pieces 
of 
pottery 
(pot 
shards), 
and 
uncovered the partial outline of 
a large pit house, one of a 
much 
larger 
settlement 
be­ 
lieved to lie in the area. 
Dr. Michael B. Stanislawski. 
assistant professor of sociology 
and anthropology, said the site 
probably dates from between 
1.200 and 1.500 A.D. 
Stanislawski 
called 
it 
“an 


unusually rich find.” The pit 
house lies 10 to 18 inches beknv 
the earth’s surface and appears 
to have been large enough for 
more than one family. 
The Indians apparently dug a 
foundation, a few inches below 
the surface of the earth, used 
four or five large poles to hold 
up the roof, and then used a 
framework 
of 
branches 
plas­ 
tered with clay. 
Early 
in August, 
the crew 
halted digging operations, fin­ 
ished mapping the excavations, 
cleared the site and retired to 
the laboratory to study what was 
uncovered 


Iron has been manufactured 
since about 3000 B.C. but was 
not used in any quantity until 
after 1500 B.C. when the Hit- 
tites discovered how to make 
steel.

D C., all rolled into 
one. 
Premeir Georges Pompidou 
is a 
graduate.

Jean-Paul Sartre, the founder 
of existentialism. So are many 
of France’s leading scientists, 
diplomats,

and 
civil 
servants. 
The 
aim 
of 
the 
Ecole 
Normale 
is 
quite 
simple. 
It 
operates 
for 
the 
express 
purpose of turning out the men 


who will 
govern France and 
shape its artistic and scientiifc 
life.

Magnetic 
Force 
Drives Sub 


(Special to the I-J) 


SANTA BARBARA—An exper­ 
imental 10-foot subm arine which 
draws its power from electro­ 
magnetic forces in the sea has 
successfully cruised for 12 min­ 
utes in Santa B arbara harbor. 
The unmanned, torpedo-shaped 
craft moved silently three feet 
below the surface at a speed of 
one and three-quarter knots. It 
has no propeller blades or water 
jets or any other moving parts. 
Swimming jubilantly beside 
it were its creators, mechani­ 
cal engineering students at the 
University of California, San­ 
ta Barbara, and their profes­ 
sor, Stewart Way, who called 
the 
experiment 
a 
complete 
success. 
The electromagnetic subm a­ 
rine, the EMS-1. was designed 
and constructed as a senior de­ 
sign project. 
Nudging the splashing students 
with its nose, like a friendly dol­ 
phin, the EMS-1 cruised as di­ 
rected: in circles and in diag­ 
onal and straight lines. It was 
steered by manual adjustment 
of its rear rudder. 
Five 
lead-acid 
storage bat­ 
teries in the sub provide cur­ 
rent for a coil which produces a 
magnetic field in the sea. The 
same batteries send a current 
through the water, perpendicu­ 
lar to the magnetic field. 
“ A ‘Lorentz force’ is thus 
produced, propelling the sea 
water toward the rear, and 
driving 
the 
boat 
forward,” 
Professor Way e x p l a i n e d . 
“ The water acts as the arma­ 
ture of a direct current elec­ 
tric motor.” 
Detailed 
study 
of 
frictional 
and electrical 
losses and the 
electromagnetic thrust principle 
is now underway 
Professor Way believes that 
an electromagnetic submarine 
may be feasible as a cargo c a r­ 
rier, 
with 
a 20-knot 
cruising 
speed and a power utilization 
efficiency rate of over 75rr.
